The look of city government in East 
Jordan may change dramatically if the 
new city charter, painstakingly prepared 
by the charter commission, is accepted 
by voters in April. 

The commission held a meeting Sept. 
27 to inform the community on changes 
the proposed charter encompasses. 

Commission chair Tom Sheridan 
emphasized the present document is 
still in draft form and the commission is 
open to suggestions. 

“This is still a working document,” 
Sheridan said. “We're looking for in- 
put.” 

Sheridan said the commission has 
worked diligently, meeting weekly since 
November 1993 to research dozens of 
city charters. The group continued 
throughout the summer with bi-monthly 
meetings, assimilating volumes of in- 
formation to develop the draft. 

“Tt’s quite a task to re-order a city 
charter,” Sheridan remarked. 

The commission was elected in No- 
vember to rewrite the antiquated char- 
ter, never reviewed since it was com- 
posed in 1911. 

“The present charter prevents the city 
from doing many things,” said Sheridan. 

“Only one other city in the state has a 
similar government to what East Jordan 
has presently, ‘noted commission mem- 
ber Dennis Jason.

Noise and junk cause problems for neighbors 
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police department. 

Ingram’s complaint was endorsed by neighbor 
Howard Hosler of Mary Street, who told the council, 
“Um madder than hell.” 

Hosler said the problems are caused by absentee 
landlords and the lack of building inspections by the 
city. He feels that some of the occupants of nearby 
buildings do not have minimum standard living con- 
ditions. 

“They don’t even have sinks,” Hosler asserted. 


‘Smoke damage darkens city home 


The residents left the house and called the fire 
department from aneighbor’s. Postmus said the flames 
were quickly extinguished and caused minor damage 
to the basement and kitchen. 

Unfortunately, Postmus explained, flammable liq- 
uids burn hot and fast, rapidly producing thick, black 
smoke. 

“Firefighters worked hard against heavy odds,” 
Postmus said, but the source of the fire made prevent- 
ing the spread of smoke impossible. Both the first and 
second floors were smoke damaged. 

Although the investigation is not yet complete, 
Postmus is confident the mishap was an accident. He 
said the family, who purchased the home recently, 
expects a quick resolution with their insurance settle- 
ment and hopes to move back In soon.

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‘Treasurer faces 
charges of 
embezzlement 


The treasurer of Wilson Township faces felony 
embezzlement charges after she was accused of tak- 
ing almost $89,000 from a township tax account. 

Sharon K. Pittiglio of Dietz Road was arraigned in 
90th District Court, Charlevoix, Sept. 27. The 
Charlevoix County Sheriff Department was informed 
by Robert Clark, an agent for the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Treasury, that a review of disbursements 
from a township tax account revealed more than 60 
unauthorized canceled checks. 

Clark found the checks were all written by or to 
Pittiglio. When the checks were presented to Pittiglio, 
she identified 58 of them. She is accused of cashing 
the $88,812 worth of checks for her own personal use. 
The felony charge carries a possible 10 years in prison 
or $5,000 fine. 

Pittiglio has been a Wilson Township resident for 
13 years and township treasurer since 1988. She was 
employed by Coldwell Banker Realtors in Charlevoix 
the last two years and has no prior arrests. 

Pittiglio is free on a personal recognizance bond, 
awaiting a preliminary examination scheduled for 
Tues., Oct. 18. 


EJ City Council briefs 
From the Sept. 21 meeting 


M@ The council authorized fire chief Tony Postmus 
to shift $5,400 from the fire department line item 
budget to pay for repairs on the front line pumper. 
Postmus said the pumper was operating at only 80 
percent capacity and needed to be repaired immedi- 
ately. 

“My fear is that it wouldn't service a large or 
industrial building.” said Postmus. The backup 
pumper, which is due to be replaced within a few 
years, also does not perform to original specifica- 
tions. 

The repairs will take the pumper out of service for 
about one day. Postmus said he will alert neighboring 
departments when the pumper is down to make cer- 
tain of sufficient coverage in case of fire. 

@ The council discussed ways to deal with anti- 
quated sewer pipes and residences on the border of 
mandated sewer hook-ups. Part of the discussion 
concerned which parties would be responsible for 
payment of repairs or hook-ups. 

The particular residential area in question, the vi- 
cinity of Nichols and Second streets, is considered too 
shallow in elevation for sewer lines, and some of the 
residences are further from main lines than the 200- 
foot allowance for mandatory hook-up. 

The matter was referred to the DPW committee for 
further research. 

@ Council member Ruth Gee noted the burned 
house on Garfield Street was finally demolished. 

“I’m so thankful the house is down,” she told 
council. 

@ A payment of $48,690 was authorized to Ryba 
Marine for dredging of the marina. The work is 
expected to be completed soon.

Along with the beauty of falling leaves, Michigan 
roadsides are noted for deer at this time of year. That 
means an increased risk of vehicle-deer crashes now 
through the end of the year, Secretary of State Richard 
H. Austin reminded motorists. 

Although the deer herd has declined 15 percent 
from a peak of 2 million in 1989, Michigan residents 
still reported over 47,000 deer-related crashes in 
1993, according to the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) and State Police. 

Statewide, five motorists died in deer-related crashes 
in 1993 and 1,472 were injured, the agencies reported. 

“We know that more than half of all vehicle-deer 
crashes occur in three months: October, November 
and December,” said Austin. ‘We advise motorists to 
remain in their lane and stay on the road if they spot 
adeer. Leaving the roadway makes rolling the vehicle 
or colliding with trees and other stationary objects 
much more likely.”

Colliding head-on with a deer is generally less 
dangerous than swerving to avoid one, provided all 
vehicle occupants are using safety belts and child 
safety seats, Austin said. Ina frontal collision, air bags 
offer supplemental protection to safety belts for front- 
seat passengers. 

For safe autumn driving: 

+ If you see a deer crossing sign, be very cautious; 
perhaps due to woods, crops or water, deer are known 
to frequent this area. 

¢ Statistics indicate vehicle-deer crashes are most 
frequent between 5 and 8 p.m. During these dusk-to- 
twilight hours, turn on your headlights to better spot 
deer. 

* Slow down where crops, woods or other tall 
vegetation grow close to the road. 

* Slow down but do not leave your traffic lane or the 


roadway if you see a deer. 
Always look for a second 
or third deer following 
the first, as deer often 
travel in small groups. 

* Scan the roadsides 
some distance ahead as 
you drive. You can often 
spot dark figures or glint- 
ing eyes and slow down early, to avoid a surprise 
encounter with deer. 

If a vehicle-deer crash occurs, the motorist should 
report it to the nearest police agency. If damage 
appears to exceed $400, the crash must be reported to 
police under Michigan law. A police agency may 
issue a Highway Killed Deer Permit, allowing the 
driver to claim the carcass.

Michigan have a city manager form of government,” 
said Jason. The commission believes there is room 
within that form to allow individualization toward the 
city’s needs. 

The commission further recommends that the seven- 
member council be elected at large, rather than by 
wards. Each elected member would serve four years, 
rather than two, with elections taking place in odd 
years only, as required by state law. 

“There will be one ward in the city,” said Sheridan. 
“Every individual has seven representatives instead 
of just one or two.” 

Another major change would occur with the office 
of mayor. Under the proposed charter, the mayor is 
elected by council members from among themselves 
at an annual organizational meeting after general 
elections. 

To be eligible, the mayor must have served at least 
one council term. The mayor’s duties generally re- 
main the same, with an equal voice within the council. 
A deputy mayor would be chosen in the same way. 

Sheridan promised the transition between the two 
forms of government would keep those representa- 
tives already elected by the people for the full term. 


Built-in charter review 


Sheridan said the commission tried to create lan- 
guage that would not become obsolete the way the 
present charter did. But the group also provided for a 
10-year review process, requiring the council to ap- 
point a committee to study the charter in 2006 and 
every decade after. 

With the review of the draft complete, the commis- 
sion is preparing for a first submission to the state 
attorney general for approval. The draft is returned to
